3. 1 recommend that you approve adopting the benefits 
granted to the Department of State for all CIA personnel stationed 
overseas. 1 have discussed this with the Censral Counsel to the 
Comptroller General, who has no objection provided w* pursue 
our request for legislation on this matter. We also agreed that 
all payments, even ia the ease of vouchered personnel, would 
be paid out of confidential funds.
